21 years of age is it necessary for me to take 
out naturalization papers to entitle me to 
citizenship, simply because my father, though 
living here for the pasttwenty-five years, has 
failed to do so, and is now, and has been since 
his arrival in this country, a British subject?

St. Louis, September 18, 1886. 

[The Fourteenth Amendment expressly de- 
clares that ‘‘all persons born or naturalized 
in the United States and subject to the juris- 
diction thereof are citizens of the United 
States and of the States wherein they reside. ’’ 
In the case of Alexander McKay, born of 
British parentage at Fort George, Ore., it was 
held that his birth there did not make him a 
citizen, because Fort George was at the time 
of his birth under British jurisdiction. But, 
except in the case of children of Ambassa- 
dors, ithas uniformly been held that every 
person born on American soil and subject to 
American jurisdiction is an American citizen, 
regardless of the father’s allegiance. Before 
the Fourteenth Amendment was adopted the 
courts had held that the children of un- 
naturalized persons are citizens by birth if 
born and brought up under the actual juris- 
diction of the United States.—EpDI OR Post-

The Grand Encampment. 

Grand Master Withers arrived yesterday 
with the Oalifornia delegation. He 
is very sick. When he left 
China, six weeks agd, be was ill 
and on the sdip nothing could be done to re- 


lieve him. He has been almost constantl 
traveling for six weeks and is very muc 
exhausted. 0 was refused to 
all visitors to-day. His meals were served to 
him in bed, and he did not rise until 
a late hour. He is very anxious to 
take part in to-morrow’s parade, and 
is harboring his strength for that 
purpose. His Ulness will interfere seriously 
with the business of the Encampment. Every- 
thing is now waiting on him. None of the 
committees can be appointed and no business 
transacted without him. 
GEN. ROOME AT THE LINDELL. 

Deputy Grand Master Roome of New York 
arrived this morning accompanied 
by Grand Treasurer Simons. Gen. 
Roome was to have gone to the 
Southern, where quarters had been engaged 
for him, but on the unexpected arrival of 
Grand Master Withers the room was turned 
over to him and Gen. Roome had to 
find accommofiations elsewhere. Treasurer 
Simons is quite sick. He is well along in years 
and his trip out rather disagreed with him. 

THE NEW GRAND MASTER. 

There is little doubt that Gen. Roome will 
succeed Gen. Withers as Grand Master. The 
higher offices in the Grand Encampment usn- 
ally go by promotion. Grand Senior Warden 
Thomas expressed the opinion this morning 
that Gen. Roome would be the next Grand 
Master. An effort will be made ta put John R. 
Parson of St. Louis in as Captain-General. 
Mr. Parson has labored as hard as any one 
man to make the Conclaveasuccess. He can- 
not hope to jump from his present position to 
anything higher than Captain-General, but he 
is being strongly pushed for that place. 

THE CONVOCATION, 
The Grand Encampment will be convoked in 


twenty-third Triennial Conclave directly 
after the grand parade to-mor- 
row, some time between noon 


and2o’clock. The conclave will be heldin 
the small Entertainment Hall ofthe Exposition 
building. Gov. Marmaduke will not be pres- 
ent. Mayor Francis and Grand Commander 
Browne will deliver addresses of welcome. 
The public will not be admitted, owing to the 
limited capacity of the hall. As soon as the 
speeches have been delivered the encampment 
will go into executive session. 
The gallery of the entertainment hall is 


hung with gold-fringed banners of 
silk painted in anpropriate designs. One 
of these banners will go to each of 


the Grand Commanderies of the States repre- 
sented atthe Conclave. From the centre of 
the hall strings of flags and banners are swung 
to the sides.

A CASE OF SUICIDE. 


The Bodies of the Woman and Babe Found 
in Lake Michigan Identified.

THE ARMORY FLOODED WITH 
CHAMPAGNE AND LIQUOR. 


STOLEN 


Members of Local Military Companies 
Rob the California Knights and Daub a 
Vermilion Streak Across Their Fair 


Names—The Offenders Under Arrest—Two ‘ 


Warrants Sworn Out for Grand Larceny 
—An Attempt to Hush the Matter Up— 
Probable Action of the Military 
Authorities. 


Last Saturday evening, the headquarters of 
Oalifornia Commandery, Knights Templars, 
who are the guests of Ivanhoe Commandery,at 
the Armory Building, Seventeenth and 
Pine streets, were robbed of thirteen 
cases of champagne. The outrage was 
first discovered by Mr. J. H. Herringer, who 
has charge of the headquarters of the Golden 
Gate Knights. Calling the police to his aid, 
three members of the local militia were 
placed under arrest upon suspicion. They 
were found in the quarters of the Busch Zou- 
aves, one of them, J. H. Goesling, bearing 


in his appearance the effects of the stolen 
wine. Goesling’s companionsin arrest were 
T. E. Cavender and R. E. Gleason. Cavender 
was released last night on bond. 

Indignation against the perpetrators 
of the robbery knew no bounds last 
night, Knights, militiamen and citizens 
joining inthe severest condemnation of the 
act, and expressing the hope that the guilty 
persons would be prosecuted to the fullest ex- 
tent ofthelaw. The finding of several cases 
of champagne, broken champagne bottles and 
drunken militiamen in the Zouave quarters nat- 
urally reflected severely upon that company, 
and a great deal of the odium of the affair was 
castuponthe Zouave organization. Inquiry 
by a Post-DISPATCH reporter this morning 
cleared up the matter somewhat, however, 
and showed thatthe selection of the Zouave 
quarters as the 

SCENE OF THE CAROUSAL 

was not to be charged against the members of 
the Zouave Company any more than against 
the members of several other local military 
organizations who participated in the outrage. 
It appears from the most reliable infor- 
mation at hand that the Zouave quarters were 
the only rooms in the Armory not occupied at 
the time by the Knights Templars and, conse- 
8 were used as a sort of rendezvous by 
the members of the Zouaves and the members 
of The three men 
arrested were not implicated in the 
affair alone. The names of members 
of companies A, E, Fand the Tredway Rifles 
were furnished the Post- DISPATCH, as persons 
who, if they did not take part in the stealing 
of the champagne, at least were cognizant of 
it and drank of it in company with the three 
victims. 

Of the three men arrested Gleason alone isa 
Zouave. He was enlisted about three weeks 
ago, after having drilled with the company 
for several years. Gleason claims that he is 
innocent of the stealing of the wine, and that 
a great deal of the inebriety upon 
the occasion was caused by the 
contents of a keg of beer, which was 
on tap inthe Zoo’srooms. He arrived upon 
the scene just as the police made their descent, 
and was scooped in as an offender. 

T. E. Cavender isa member of the Tredway 
Rifles, and J. H. Goesling is not at present at- 
tached to any particular command, but as 
an ex-militiaman is tolerated as 
ahanger-on around the Armony. Goesling 
has in his possession a memoranda of the 
names of those who were in the Zouaves’ 
rooms last Saturday night and drank of the 
stolen wine. He teels very sore at the pros- 
pect of 

BEING MADE A SCAPE-GOAT 
when so many were concerned and demanded 
a square deal’’ all around. 

At- the Assistant Prosecuting Attorney’s 
office it was ascertained that applications had 
been made for warrants for grand larceny 
against J. H. Goesling and J. Chapman. No 
warrant was asked for Gleason or Cavender, 
but itis probable that the ‘‘Chapman’’ of the 
attorney’s office means some one else and is a 
mistake. 

At the Armory the Knights Templars who 
were so very indignant last nignt, had cooled 
down considerably this morning and refused 
positively to discuss the matter. They said 
thatan attempt would be made to hush it up. 

It is highly probable that the offenders will 
be dismissed the State service by the military 
authorities.

CINCINNATI, O., September 20.—The United 
States Court was crowded this morning when 
the case of the Bell Telephone Company was 
called, before Circuit Judge Jackson and Dis- 
trict Judges Sage and Welker. Among 
the parties interested were Charles 
. Bowditch of Boston, Vice-Pres- 


ident of the Bell Company; Henry Metzger of 
Pittsburg, A. D. Bullock and George N. Stone 
of the Cincinnati branch. The Government 
counsel present were: Hon. A. G. Thurman 
of Columbus, O., Grosvenor P. Lowery 
of New York, ex-Solicitor John Goode 
of Virginia, Jeff Chandler and 
Charles S. Whitman of Washington. For the 
Bell Company were J. J. Storrow of Boston, 
Hon. Joseph E. McDonald, Indianapolis; Hon. 
R. A. Harrison, Columbus, O., and Hon. A. F. 
Perry of Cincinnati. The only persons who 
argued were Messrs. Thurman, Harri- 
son and Storrow. The Bell Com- 
pany had filed a plea against the 
urisdiction, and alsoa motion to quash the 
arshal’s returns. The Government moved 
to strike out the motion from the files. The 
preliminary question arose as to whether the 
question ot jurisdiction should be raised by the 
motion or by the plea. The Government in- 
sisted that it should only be raised by a plea. 
The Bell company pointed out that the prac- 
tice was not uniform, some courts insisting on 
one way and some upon another; that they 
had for safety filed both and were content to 
have one hearing on the question under either 
the plea or the motion, the Court sav- 
ing their rights under either, if the 
Supreme Court should ultimately de- 
termine that the other was the proper form. 
The Court ruled that it would hear the ques- 
tion of the sufficiency in law of the return 
under the motion, and it would hear the ques- 
tion of the truth of the return under the plea; 
one argument to cover the whole; and that it 
would frame its ruling so that neither party 
should be prejudiced by any mistake in ques- 
tion ot form. The argument under this ruling 
will proceed this afternoon.

THE LIFE AND LETTERS OF THE WIFE OF 
PRESIDENT MADISON. 


A Bright Page in the Personal History of 
American Society—Early Days in Wash- 
ington—Literary Notes. 


MEMOIRS AND LETTERS OF POLLY MADISON.

Dolly Madison was one of the fortunate ones 
of the earth. She was a good woman, so good, 
pure, gentle and high-minded that her story 
comes like a draught offresh spring water to 
the imagination, satiated with the biograph- 
ical records of famous intriguantes and popu- 
lar actresses. Mrs. Madison, therefore, 
was good, but not more so than are a 
great mary other women, whose lives 
from the cradie to the grave are one 
long record of sorrow. However, she used 
her prosperity well, and it is not every woman 
orevenevery good woman who can do this. 
Although the wife of a President Mrs, Madison 
was but little of a politician. A good daugh- 
ter and excellent wife to two husbands in suc- 
cession, a forbearing and loving mother toa 
scamp of a son—such ig Dolly Madison's 
record. Who shall say that it could have been 
a higher one, even had the destinies of a na- 
tion lain in her hands? 

Dolly was born 4 Quaker. Both her father 
and mother, members of highly respectable 
families, were strict members of the Society 
of Friends, and Doilly’s childhood was 
passed quietiy in their country home until 
she reached the age of Iz years, A rather pa- 
thetic incident in her chilaish career is here 
recorded. 


A favorite with all, she was the particular 
pet and companion of her grandmother, 
who often made her happy by surreptitious 
presents of old-fashioned jewelry. Not daring 
to wearthem before her father and mother, 
she sewed them into a bag, which was tied 
around her neck and concealed beneath her 
little frock. Almost the first grief of her chila- 
hood was the loss of this precious bag. discov- 
ered in school after a long rambie through the 
woods, during which the string must have be- 
come unfastened, scattering the treasure 
where days of searching proved of no 

ail. 0 
* ‘Equipped with a white linen mask to keep 
every ray of sunlight from the complexion, a 
sunbonnet sewed on ber head every morning 
by her careful motner, ana long gloves cover- 
ing the hands and arms, one can see the prim 
littie figure starting off for school with books 
under ber arm and the dear but wicked baubles 
su@ly hidden beneath the severely plain 
Quaker dress. 

At the age of 19 Dolly was very beautiful, and 
her biograpner thus describes her; 

A tall, slight girl of 19 with a delicately oval 
face and well formed, if net perfect, features; 
a complexion dazzlingly fair, cuntrasted with 


very black hair and blue eyes that . at 
ou with much sweetness beneath the modest 


ittle Quaker cap. 

See was married shortly afterwards to a 
promising young lawyer of means, named 
John Todd, who was also a member of the 
Society of Friends. Their married life, how- 
ever, though perfectly happy, was brief, as 
Mr, Todd died three years aiterwards of yel- 
low fever, leaving his wifé with two young 
children and an ample fortune. The account 
of his death is rather touching and brings out 


in strong relief the characters of both husband 


and wife. 

Mrs. Todd, with her two children, one a baby 
of three weeks, was removed in a litter to 
Gray’s Ferry to avoid the epidemic. Her hus- 
band. however, could not be kept away from 
the infected city and burried back, arriving 
only in time to be present at the death-bed of 
bis father and mother, both victims tothe 
dreadful scourge of yellow fever. Deaf to the 
tearful entreaties of his wife Mr. Todd lingered 
on in Philadelphia to close his office and give 
assistance to the many friends needing help. 
When these duties were over he would never 
leave her again, he said. Alas! a vain 
boast. He returned to Gray’s Ferry, 
and meeting his mother-in-law at the door, 
said: I feel the fever in my veins, but I must 
see her once more. 

Dolly. on hearing his voiee, rushed down- 
stairs and threw herself into his arms, heed 
less of infection, begging to be allowed to go 
back to town with him. 
| A few hours afterwards that good, unselfish 
| spirit breathed its last, and the young wife 
was brought almost to death’s door by the 
fatal scourge. 

During her illness she lost her younger child 
and finally returned to Philadelphia with her 
mother and little boy. There she met some 
time later the recluse book-worm 
Madison, twenty-three years her senior 
(always thought to be aa irreciaimable old 
baehelor). Her younger sister Lucy had been 
married in 1792 to George Steptoe Washington, 
an intimate friend of Madison’s and nephew 
of Gen. Washington. Thus the introduction 
came about. In 1704 Mrs. Todd was married 
for the second time, and in spite of the differ- 
ences in age, character and habits the mar- 
riage was an unfeignedly happy one, from 
first to last. 

In 1801 Mr. Jefferson was elected President, 
Mr. Madison became Secretary of State, and 
Mr. Dearborn, Secretary ot War. Happy and 
handsome Mrs. Madison came on to Washing- 
ton prepared to do her best with the duties 
and responsibilities before her. 


The position was in perfect accordance with 
her disposition. She was humble minded, 
tolerant and sincere, but with a desire to 
please, and a willingness to be pleased, which 
made her popular, and aiso a great friend amd 
support to her husband. The power of 
adaptation was a life-giving principle 
inher nature, while an unusually retentive 
memory prevented her from ever forgetting 
either names, faces or the slightest incident 
connected with the personal history of any- 
one. Washington at that time was almost 
a wilderness. The houses were few and far be- 
tween, while the streets, or, rather, roads, 
were at times almost impassable from mud. 
There was, however, a small and agreeable 
resident society in the three District cities, 
Alexandria, ashington and Georgetown 
where the entertainments began at 7 an 
lasted till 10. 

In those days when steamboats were just 
beginning, railroads unknown, stage-coaches 
ingeniously uncomfortable, and even turn- 
elke roads rare, journeys were made either 
on horsebaek or in a private conveyance. The 
daughter of a Senator who wished to enjoy 
the gayeties of the Capital accompanied her 
father 500 mites on horseback. The wife of a 
member of Congress being equally ambitious 
rode 1,600 miles on horseback passing through 
several Indian encampments onthe way and 
was for many nights without a house to lodge 
in. Mrs. Madison herself had traveled from 
her Virginia home by easy stages incumbered 
with household furniture, occupying what 
seems to us in these days an incredible length 
of time, 

The President’stwo daughters being mar- 
ried, and living in Virginia, Mrs. Madison 
aided by her sister usually presided at the 
White House and was much depended upon.

He, however, showed perfect 
indifference to the open admiration about 
bim, until, spyingalarge fat negress on her 
way from the kitchen, be rushed to her, and 
with much enthusiasm threw bis arms around 
her, saying she reminded him of home ana 
his best and most expensive wife, ‘‘a load for 
a camel. 

Always amicable and conciliatory in dealing 
with friends or slaves, Mrs. Madison’s popu- 
larity grew day by day. Her politeness was 
that which comes from the heart and cannot 
be imitated by those who have not the love 
and sympathy ready to be called forth at all 
times. 

In 1809 President Jefferson, following the ex- 
ample of Washington, declined a third election 
and was succeeded by James Madison. The 
affairs of the two great nations, England 
and America, were fast approaching a crisis. 
It beeame more and more evident that the 
wrongs perpetrated by England against the 
United States would have to be corrected by 
force of arms. Many and sincere were the 
congratulations received by Mrs. Madison on 
going into the White House, nor was the con- 
fidence of her friends misplaced. The forms 
and ceremonials which rendered Mrs. Wash- 
ington’s and Mrs. Adams drawing-rooms dull 
and tiresome were laid aside and no stiffness 
of any kind was permitted. 

Though in no sense a learned woman, nor 
one who at any time caredfor study, oF even 
for reading, Dolly Madison was eminentiy a 
talented woman, fullof a most delicate tact 
and so warm-hearted and amiable that even 
her early Quaker friends were induced to con- 
done what shey feared was an undue fond- 
ness for the things of A pe aay 3 
.= feclings, she. dressed hand- 
somely and in the mode,“ ¢linging 
for a time to the pretty little Quaker 
cap, but discarding that even, when she went 
into the White House as unsuitable to her sur- 


roundings.

Her biameless life stands forth as 
a bright example to all American women to

Probability That Kansas City Will Be in the 
Association Next Year. 


The following bit of base ball gossip from the 
Sporting News will strike those who have been 
studying the situation as likely: 

Just now there is plenty of gossip concern- 
ing the plans of the League and American As- 
sociation for next year. Only afew days ago 
there was a secret meeting of the League ofli- 
cials, at which the prospects for next year 


were talked over. It was then believed that 
the St. Louis Browns and the Pittsburgs would 
ump the American Association, and so de- 
ieving, the League officials named St. Louis, 
Chicago, Detroit and Pittaburg as their West- 
ern teams for next year. The four Eastern 
clubs were to represent New York, Philadel- 
phia, Boston and Washington, just as they do 
now. It was found, however, after a lively 
trial, that the St. Louis Browns would not en- 
ter into such a combination withoat the privi- 
lege of Sunday games. This the Eastern clubs 
would not allow, and the proposed arrange- 
ment was thus at the very outset nipped in 
the bud. It was not believed at this time that 
the Maroons would goon. For this reason 
they were not counted in the arrange- 
ment at all. Recentiv, however, the fine 
showing of the present League club has put 
them on a good footing with the other League 
members, and, in consequence, they are given 
a place in next year’s organization. The Pitts- 
burgs, however, unlike the Browns, have con- 
cluded to leave the American Association, and 
they will, in all eng © take the pluce of 
the Kansas Citys. Right here we are asked 
how the League will get rid of the Kansas City 
team. At tne time the Kansas Citys and Wash- 
ingtons were admitted to League member- 
ship there was some doubt as to their 
eligibility, and a were compelled to hand 
in their blank resignations, with the under- 
standing that the League should have the 
right to act upon them at anytime. For this 
reason they can be ousted from the League at 
any moment. Anyone with half an eye can 
see that Pittsburg is the very city the League 
ofticials want. There only week-day games 
are played andthe attendance is something 
enormous. Besides that Pittsburg is adjacent 
to the Eastern and Western League cities and 
is right on the line between Chicago and New 
York, the two great objective points in the 
League. 

Kansas City, on the other hand, is out of the 
way. Besides that, ithas been proven that 
week day games will not pay outthere. With 
all these facts in view, therefore, it would ap- 
pear that next year Pittsburg will be in the 
National League in the place now held by the 
Kansas Citys. The latter, on the other hand, 
will probably be given a place in the Ameri- 
can Association.

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A FINANCIAL SENSATION. 


Wm. E. Gould, a Prominent Banker of Port- 
land, Me., a Heavy Defaulter. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPpaTcn. 

PORTLAND, Me., September 20.—It was dis- 
covered yestercay that William E. Gould, 
cashier of the First National Bank in this city, 
isa defaulter tothe amount of $87,000. To 
say the entire community is surprised but 
faintly expresses the actual situation of at- 
fairs. Mr. Gould has always been looked on 
as a model man by people acquainted with 
him. His piety was almost ostentatious. He 
had been inthe habit of preachingin small 
churches in the vicinity of this city, to supply 
vacancies of regular pastors, and his sermons 
to young men on moral rectitade and the ad- 
venenge of strictly honest business princli- 
ples have won him some notoriety and not 
a little admiration. Mr. Gould recently 
built a very handsome house on State street 
at a cost of $50,000 and indulged in other luxu- 
ries of living which any man in receipt of a 
good salary and with a fair social position 
might do without exciting public comment. 
No man in the city has gradually got a closer 
grip on the people's confidence than Mr. 
Gould. Heig President of the Hayden Associ- 
ation, Vice-President of the Portland Trust 
Company and atrustee in the Maine Savings 
Bank, one of the strongest institutions of its 
kind in the State. Itis not known to a cer- 
tainty whether these institutions are 
involved in his crookedness, but some 
of the stockholders and depositors are 

FEELING VERY NERVOUS ABOUT IT. 

Some of the directors visited the bank to-day 
to take a casual look atthe books and securi- 
ties and a rigid investigation will be made at 
once. The people in the bank where Mr. 
Gould is employed placed unlimited confidence 
in him. The bank recently erected a new 
building at a cost of $180,000 or more and Mr. 
Gould had very much to do with making the 
contracts and looking after the disbursements. 
Gould's father is also a prominent banker with 
an unblemished reputation, and is at present 
cashier of the National Traders’ Bank. It was 
largely through the father’s influence that the 
son was made Vice-President of the National 
Banking Association of which he was a con- 
spicuous member. 

opinions were also given weight in grave 
questions of financi — and his papers 
on banking topics have been considered 
features of annual meetings of the Associa- 
tion. Gould was somewhat of a society favor- 
ite, as a young man, but his social position 
was secure when he married the hand- 
some daughter of Neal Dow, the 
veteran Prohibition leader. Scarcely a 
young lady in the State hada larger circle of 
acquaintances than Miss Dow, and Gould was 
considered a very fortunate fellow when he 
won her. Three children have been born to 
them, the eldest son holding a responsible _ 
sition in the same bank with his father. . 
Gould 's family and his immediate relatives 
are almost wild over the disgrace which the 
defalcation has brought upon them, and the 
exposure which it was impossible to avoid. 
As it is, considerations for the feelings of the 
family have induced the directors of the bank 
to make it as easy as possible for the defaulter. 
Instead of a criminal prosecution he has 
simply been arrested by the bank authorities 
on a civil suit to await the action of the 
Comptroller of the Currency. The capital of 
the bank is $1,000,000 and the surplus $300,000. 
It is said that the usual business of the bank 
will not be affected bythe loss. The doors 
will be open to-day as usual, and precautions 
have been taken to meet a possiblerun. The 
directors of the bank refused to talk last night, 
and it is impossible to get much definite infor- 
mation about the defalcation, but the 
amount will certainly reach $87,000 even if 
itis not larger. The silence is to shield Gould 
as much as possibie, but the facts are bound 
to become public property before long. Har- 
rison J. Libby is president of the bank and 
Gov. Kobie is one of the directors. It is im- 
possible even by diligent inquiry to get 
the slightest inkling of the manner in 
which Mr. Gould has spent the money he is ac- 
cused of having appropriated. He neverspecu- 
lated, so far as can be ascertained, and 
assiduously shunned all forms of gambling. 
His habits of living have not until lately been 
at all expensive. Gould has been 80 pros- 
trated by the shock that it is said to be useless 
to try and get from him an intelligent state- 
ment of his financial trouble or the causes 
that led to it.

SEDGWICK SILENT 


THE SPECIAL ENVOY RETURNS FROM HIS 
TRIP TO MEXICO. 


Mr. Sedgwick Spends Sunday in New York 
City and Leaves at Night for Washington 
A Written Report to Secretary Bayard 
of the Cutting Investigation—The Special 
Envoy Refuses to Make Any Statement 
Regarding the Scandalous Stories Circu- 
lated About Him. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-D1sPATCH. 

NEW YORK, September 20.—The fact that Mr. 
Arthur G. Sedgwick has returned to the city 
from his trip to Mexico to investigate the Cut- 
ting affair, was not generally known among 
the gentleman’s friends in New York yester- 
day. The last telegraphic accounts of the 
special envoy’s wheroabouts led every one to 
suppose that he was still at El Paso investi- 
gating the Mexican laws bearing upon the 
episode which, for a time, caused 
sO much excitement along the Rio 
Grande. It was not supposed that he would 80 
soon return home, and itis probable that no 
one except Secretary Bayard and Mrs. Sedg- 
wick were expecting him for a week or two, at 
least. The Special Envoy did not stop in 
Washington, but came directly to New York, 
arriving on Saturday. He was met by Mrs. 
Sedgwick and driven at once to his house, No. 
22 Washington place. Speaking of the incidents 
of his trip yesterday, Mr. Sedgwick said: ‘‘I 
do not feel called npon to make any further 
statements about the scandalous stories circu- 
lated during my absence. They refiect upon my 
personal character, it is true, but myffriends— 
those who know me, and whose opinion I 
value—are convinced that they were lies. 


„Will you say what foundation, if any, there 
was for the stories?’’ 

No; I will not discuss them. I have ex- 
plained to Secretary Bayard and he is satis- 
fied. There is nothing more for me todo. In 
the first place I am a Government employe 
still, and it is a question in my mind whether 
I would be justified in talking of any of the 
incidents of my journey. There were so many 
statements credited to me during my absence 
when Inever opened my mouth, that I think 
the less I talk the better. Mr. Bayard knows 
all about it and I don’t think it is a subject 
that the public care to discuss. 

‘*Will you make a report upon the diplomatic 
results of your mission?’’ 

A WRITTEN REPORT. 

‘*‘I shall, of course, report to the Secretary 
of State. It will be in writing, and I shall en- 
deavor to make my conclusions very plain. I 
cannot discuss this subject, either, because 1 
am bound to keep my own counsel. When! 
give my report to Mr. Bayard he may make it 
public, or he may burnit. I know nothing as 
to his intentions, but I certainly willen talk 
about my investigation, and the chances are 
2 I never will be in a position to talk about 
t. 
When will you report to Mr. Bayard?’’ 

Iwillstart for Washington to-night and 
expect to see him to-morrow morning. I came 
here direct from El Paso. 

Mr. Sedgwick took the midnight train from 
Jersey Oity, and was due in Washington at 8:15 
o’clock this morning. To his friends at the 
clubs which he visited yesterday, Mr. Sedg- 
wick spoke with less reservation. He said that 
the original account published in the New 
York Times was faise in every particular; 
that it had been written by some malicious 
scribbler, and that he was easily prepared to 
prove its libelous character. Tie remarks of 
the special envoy lead his friends to believe 
that as soon as he has closed his business with 
the State Department heintends to return to 
New York and sue the Times and other papers 
which gave currency’ to the scan- 
dals. When questioned as to 
his intentions in this particular 
Mr. Sedgwick declined to answer. Among the 
documents which he took with him to Wash- 
ington last night was the original manuscript 
of the ‘‘statement’’ prepared by prominent 
Mexicans, which emphatically and unmistak- 
ably denounces the assertions made as to his 
alleged indiscretions. This paper Mr. Sedg- 
wick will submit to Secretary Bayard and u 
will be placed on file in the archives of the 
State Department asacomplete refutation of 
Consul Pasch’s report detailing the rumors 
which reached him in Mexico in reference to 
the Special Envoy’s acts.

A NOVEL SCENE, 


Corn Planter Indians Drawing a Brush 
Seine in the Allegheny. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DrIspaTcu. 

JAMESTOWN, N. T., September 20.—Fully a 
thousand people from this city, Warren and 
neighboring places, went to Big Bend on the 
Allegheny River to witness the drawing of a 
brush seine by the Corn Planter Indians. 
This was the first time a brush seine had been 
drawn in the Allegheny River in ten years, 
and it becoming known that the fun was to 
take place, called out a great crowd of whites 


who stood by and witnessed the capture of 
about 2,000 pounds of bass, pike and pickerel 
by the sons ofthe forest. This method of fish- 
ing is novel and is prohibited by the laws 
of Pennsylvania, but the noble red man, like 
necessity, knows no law except that of sup- 
ply and demand, and when he gets ready to 
fish the county jails have no terrors for him. 
When a seine is tobe drawn a delegation of 
Indians select a location where the water is 
very deep and ending in a long, shallow riffle. 
Here they begin cutting brush, the butts of 
which are deftly woven together, leaving the 
bushy end loose. When this has reached a 
length sufficient to cross the stream one end is 
carried over and made fast to a tree. The loose- 
ly constructed drag is then interwoven with 
other branches, among which are fastened 
large stones, pieces of iron and junk until the 
lower side of the drag rests on the bottom of 
the stream. Theseineis now completed and 
on the first bright day the main body of In- 
dians arrives andthe fun opens. They are di- 
vided into three squads. ne of these, armed 
with spears or harpoons,is stationed on the 
rifie, and the other two are delegated to draw 
the seine. Soon after the drag begins moving 
the sh start down stream and 
the scene becomes an ani- 
mated one indeed. Swarthy braves, 
dressed ala Newport, dash here and there in 
the shallow water, driving a spear through a 
ten- pound pickerel or a half pound bass with 
the same energy and skill, and all the time 
keeping Up an unearthly yeliing that ro- 
sounds for miles through the forest. As the 
seine moves slowly down stream the excite- 
ment increases, and the Indians seem wild 
with delight as fish after fish, in endless vari- 
nt is thrown flopping upon the banks to be 
taken care of by the old men. The sport at 
Big Bend lasted nearly two hours, and when 
the work was done oer had eaptured a 
wagon- box full, the catch being estimated at 
2,000 pounds.

SCHWATKA’S REPORT. 
Progress of the Times’ Exploring Expedition 
in Alaska. 


NEW Tonk, September 20.—In a letter to the 
Times dated Sitka, Alaska, September 10, 
Lieut. Schwatka says: The Times’ Alaskan 
expedition was left at Icy Bay on July 17 by 
the United States steamer Pinta, and began 
the survey of the bay at once, with prepara- 
tions for explorations in the St. Elias Alps on 
and about Mount St. Elias, which great moun- 
tain was afterwards ascended toa height above 
the snow level greater than was ever 
made before above that line by 
Alpine climbers. Icy Bay is a mere 
indentation on the Alaskan coast some fifty to 
sixty miles west of Yakutsk Bay, and would 
have no existence were it not for an immense 
glacier emanating from Mount St. Elias and 
jutting out in the Pacific Ocean far enough to 

ake the western side of the bay. On Monday 

; ing, July 19, the expedition forthe ex- 
ploration of the mountains got under way. 
The course at first lay up the eastern shore of 
the bay, to where the Indians said a large 
river came in at the head of a bay, 
thence up this river to where it 
came from under the ice of immense 


glaciers, or as far as the Yakutsk Indians ever 
go when hunting bears, mountain goats and 
the like, and hence tothe base of Mount St. 
Elias. At 8:30 o’clock the party struck a small 
river, fifty or seventy-five yards wide, which 
had to be forded middle deep in ice water from 
the glacier. The next hour’s walk was over a 
beautiful prairie, with heavy grass and wild 
pea vines, interspersed with strawberry 
patches 


LOADED WITH FRUIT 

and many pretty clumos of evergreen trees. 
This march brought the party to the great 
river which empties into the head of Icy Bay 
and which was struck about six or eight miles 
from its mouth. Its immense size was a great 
surprise as it was not supposed that such a 
river existed in that part of Alaska, where it 
was first struck. The stream is from & mile 
to a mile and a half wide. 

Eight hundred to 1,000 yards is water, the 
remainder being low mud, sand and gravel. 
The bay is covered at high water, when the 
stream must be asecond Mississippi in ap- 

earance. Its western bank isa perpendicu- 
ar wall ofice, partcfthe same great giacier 
which forms the western shore of Icy Bay. It 
was loaded with glacier mud fromthe Mount 
St. Elias Alps and its swift current, with 
waves about a foot high, was 
thought to be eight or ten miles 
an hour. It was surmised at the 
time, and afterward partially corroborated, 
that the great river is entirely too big in every 
way to be draining only the seawar< slopes of 
the St. Elias Alps in the vicinity of the 
mountains from which it comes. It must 
head far beyond the range and break through 
them at Repartan Pass, and after draining the 
Travesse Pine districts, its muddy waters 
from the glaciers discolor all the waters of Icy 
Bay, and for many miles out to the sea. It was 
named Jones River, after George Jones of the 
New York Times, and geographically was one 
of the most important discoveries of the ex- 
pedition. It is not thought to be rivaled by 
any Alaskan River emptying into the Pacific 
Ocean. The real ascent of Mount St. Elias 
began July 25. After several days’ climbing 
the barometer showed an ascent altogether 
above the sea level of about 7,200 feet, nearly 
all of which was above snow level. 

This gave to the Times party, itis believed, 
the Alpine record of the highest climb above 
the snow level ever made, certainly the high- 
est on an almost wholly unknown moun- 
tain. The pasey returned to Icy Bay well 
satisfied with its record. Its geogr@phical re- 
sults were beyond ite expectations. Three im- 
mense peaks from 12,000 to 8,000 feet were 
named after the President, ‘‘Cleve- 
land Secre of 
the vavy, y Peak, and the 
Commander of the Pinta, ‘‘Nichols’ Peak. 
Returning from Icy Bay to Yakutsk Bay a 
swamp was encountered and the party barely 
escaped. At Yakutek three separate excur- 
sions were made and many new geographical 
features mapped.

AN AMEBICAN IN EUROPE. 


Chauncey M. Depew Relates Interesting In- 
cidents of His Trip in Europe. 

NEw Tonk. September 20.—Chauncey M. 
Depew arrived home from Europe yesterday. 
He was, of course, interviewed in the after- 
noon, and said he had seen little in the Conti- 
nental papers about events here. The princi- 
pal American topic for the European papers 
was the fight on the floor of Congress between 
Messrs. Laird and Cobb. Those two persons 
were held up as leading American statesmen, 
and there were columns in the papers going to 
show that their meeting was typical of Ameri- 
can civilization. 

„„I was present in Paris during the festivi- 
ties consequent upon M. Chevreul's attaining 
his one hundredth birthday, and the efforts of 
prominent men to kill him with kindness and 
his elastic efforts to resist proved the capacity 
of the French for any sort of government. 
There was a civic demonstration, and the poor 
old man was taken to the Grand Opera-house, 
which was jammed from roof to pit, 
and regaled with five acts from as many 


operas and a pantomime. Then, long 
after a man 100 years old ~ ought 
to be in bed, the curtain was 


rung up and a huge bust of the old man was 
shown. It was on a pedestal about as large as 
thaton Bedloe’s Island. The Roman Sena- 
tors in gowns saluted it and then Roman 
centurians and tribunes of the people in 
armor did the samething. Then Marcus Tul- 
lius Cicero, in toga and with his hair banged, 
looking just as he does on busts, statues and 
coins, came outand delivered an oration. I 
suppose,’’ added Mr. Depew . 
„because they thought he might pe a famil- 
iar figure to the old man. 

THEN ROMAN GIRLS BROUGHT FLOWERS 
and palm branches and threw them at the foot 
of the pedestal, and as the Roman giris had 
to appear in the ballet immediately afterward 
the impression on the French minds mu 
have been that Roman girls dressed as balle 
girls do nowadays. Finally, amid frantic en- 
thusiasm,two ballet girls were swung from 
the wings in midair and crowned the statue 
with laurel wreaths. 

The next day there was a banquet at which 
about 500 people sat down. The orators read 
their speeches and no one paid any attention 
tothem. When any one finished there would 
be applause as though he were the last speak- 
er. Then another man’s friends would sur- 
round him and urge him to speak. At first he 
would refuse, like a young lady when asked to 
sing. Finally he would bashfully consent 
and all his friends would applaud. 
Then he weuld pull his speech from his 
pocket and begin. One gentleman 
mentioned the name of M. Thiers in his 
The man sitting next him made 
some remark. The speaker stopped, put his 
manuscript in his pocket, handed his card to 
his interrupter, with the remark that a friend 
would call on him the next dav, and then went 
on = his speech as though nuthing had hap- 
pened. 

»The affair was, of course, full dress. Dur- 
ing the evening the scullions and dishwashers 
entered the room in their aprons 
and shirt-sleeves. One gentieman sprang 
on his chair and shouted that it was an insult 
to the guests. A dozen others sprang up and 
stated that in the French Republic, with the 
motto. ‘Liberty, Equality and Fraternity,’ 
it was no insult for men to appear in the garb 
of the occupation wry J honored by following. 
At the end of the whole thing M. Chevreul said 
he thought he felt much better for the celebra- 
tion. 

A GREAT STRIDE TOWARDS REPUBLICANISM. 

‘*Seriously, the French people have made a 
great stride towards republicanism as we 
understand it; republicanism is growing be- 
cause in the country, in apite of clericalism, it 
is growing, where it heretotore has had little 
hold.’’ Speaking of the financial situation 
abroad, Mr. Depew said: There is an ex- 
treme depression with respect to European 
securities, butas regards American securities 
there is an almost complete restoration 
of confidence. In the event of 
war, such would be possible, involving the 
entire Continent, there would be an immense 
stoppage of production and an immense de- 
mand for supplies. The result could not fail 
to be beneficial to this country, and there 
would be such an absorption of our securities 
that there would not be enough of our real 
gilt-edged investments to meet one-tenth part 
of the demand, 

There has been a great change for the 
worse in the industrial condition of Europe 
since I was there —— ago. There the ten- 
dency of the wages of artisans is downward, 
while the tendency of the necessaries of 
life for the workingman is not downward. 
The spread of Socialism and anarchism, their 
threats and the occasional riots that occur are 
alarming the large and the small property- 
holders alike, and, excepting in France, there 
isa reaction toward absolutism—the people 
are willing to surrender part of their liberties 
for the sake of protection from a strong Gov- 
ernment. The whole police and espionage 
system of Continental governments, including 
France, are united forthe suppression of So- 
cialists and anarchists, and the result is that 
the people are being driven in large numbers 
to this country. They are now form- 
ing a disproportionate part of our 
immigration. he population of the Conti- 
nental nations is fast increasing, without any 
outlet in sight that affords sufficient induce- 
ments to seek relief in the direct immigration, 
for the labor troubles in America have been 
grossly exaggerated by the European press, 
and through that influence there is nothing 
resembling the old colonization spirit which 
looked hopefully to the United States.’’ , 

Lam satisfied from what I saw and heard of 
the Socialist agitation and its influence in 
creating a tendency toward absolutism that 
the cause of liberty and Democracy in Europe 
has received the greatest set-back it 
has experienced in twenty-five years. There 
has been a great impetus to the military spirit 
in Germany since the Franco-Prussian war, 
encouraged by the fear of revenge of France

Republican or Cossack. Andto-day the Cos- 
sack holds the most dangerous power he ever 
wielded.

Net figures are eloquent, and the theory 
that the primaries only cost $275 looks 
very silly in the light of the following 
statement of amount expended at the primary 
election in the Ninth Congressional District, 
Monday, September 6, 1886: Poll-books, 8198; 
hall rent for convention,$20; judges and clerks 
in Second Ward, $25; Twenty-sixth Ward, $40; 
Twenty-seventh Ward, $20; Fifteenth Ward, 
$25; Tenth Ward, $25; Eighteenth Ward, 8 
Thirteenth Ward, $20; Nineteenth Ward, $20; 
Seventeenth Ward, $23; total amount, $436. 

This statement was handed over to me by 
Chairman McGrath of the Congressional Com- 
mittee, together with a check for $764, the un- 
expended balance of the sum paid by me. 
Add $25 for the First Ward and $25 for the 
Third Ward and the total is $486. This was 
with only one polling place in each ward. Had 
there been two candidates there would have 
necessarily beentwo polling places in each 
ward and three in some. Excluding the cost 
of poli-books, this would have doubled the 
bill in all the items of expenditure in 
McGrath’s statement except the first and made 
the cal about $800, with only one set of 
judges and clerks. But in that case the other 
candidate was entitled to a sepa- 
rute set of judges and clerks, which 
would require adding another $00 to 
the bill, making $1,100. This does not 
include the cost of advertising the primaries 
and polling-places in the Post-DISPATCH, Re- 
publican, Globe-Democrat, Anzeiger and 
Amerika and the Sunday Sayings, which the 
committee ordered. Mr. Butler, the secre- 
tary, with the intent to throw the primaries 
into confusion, destroyed the order to make 
the publication so far as the English papers 
were concerned, and this piece of treachery 
was not discovered until too late. That the 
cost of these publications would have swelled 
the total beyond $1,200 there is not the least 
doubt, and hadthere been three candidates 
the amount would have been totally insuffi- 
cient. To say, then, that the figure fixed 
by the committee was exorbitant as a rough 
estimate is obviously ridiculous.’’ 


The Right Sort. 


The report that a large number of Democrats, 
residents of the Ninth District, will not sup- 
port Hon. J. M. Glover, is denied by well in- 
formed politicians. Mr. Seth Cobb, a repre- 


sentative Democrat and prominent merchant 
on ’Change, discussing the subject 
with a Post-DISPATCH reporter, said: Such 
is not the case to my knowledge and cer- 
tainly should not be. Mr. Glover deserves and 
should receive the unanimous support of his 
party. He has received the nomination and 
Democrats should support him. It 
has been known for two years that Mr. 
Glover would be a candidate for 
re-election. Why did these soreheads not 
go to the primaries and defeat him, if he is so 
unworthy—and not boit the party after the 


nomination has been made. It is 
nonsense to claim that Mr. Glover is 
the dummer candidate—he is the can- 
didate of the Democratic party 
and should have its hearty sup- 
port. If he is stronger than the opposition 


to him all should acquiesce in his candidacy. 
If he is not, and his opponents permitted him 
to be nominated without making an effort to 
defeat him, itisto their discredit, not his. 
The men whose complaints are loudest and 
who say the bummers are runningthe city, 
and the party being disgraced, are men who 
sit back intheircushioned chairs and never 
show their faces at a primary. If anything 
goes wrong they are the first to complain, but 
they permit these things without an effort to 
prevent them. 

It is foolish for us to say there are more bad 
than good men in either party, and if we 
choose to be controlled by the former we are 
responsible for imperfect legislation. Mr. 
Glover is talented and ahard worker. The 
Merchants’ Exchange has made no demand on 
him that he has not responded to promptly 
and zealously, and I believe he has done his 
utmost to promote our interests. 
I know nothing of his persona! quarrels with 
party leaders. They were certainly unfor- 
tunate, but in my opinion not of sufficient 
3 to justify Democrats in bolting the 
ticket. 

„ do not believe in these independent move 
ments, and continued carping at nominees. 
That should be done before, or at the prima- 
ries. The result should be accepted by all. If 
no disappointed candidate or faction turns 
against the successful aspirant, we might as 
well abandon party affiliation and have a ‘‘go 
as you please“ party. 

„If a nominee was so very objectionable 
that I could not support him 
I would quietly stay away from the polls, or 
deposit my bullot for some good man, but this 
strife, dissension and bickering after nomina- 
tions have been made is both unwise and un- 
Democratic. I shall support Mr. Glover ana 
hope to see him triumphantly returned to 
Congress.
